RIMARILY, The Temple is a coamie organie centre, the eonatituent 

parts of which are the units of eolleetive humanity. 

Coineident with the original impulse, the first emanation from the Cen- 
tral Spiritual Sun—the Universal Heart—came into manifestation, the 
Father-Mother-Son, the triangular corner 8tone of The Temple, upon whieh 
is risging, age by age, a geometrically perfect edifice. The cap stones to 
the pillars of the porch, and the outer walls are now being laid, preliminary 
to the work of the roof-builders—the humanity of the sixth great root-race. 

The place of each g8tone is determined by the law of gzeleetion, and the 
ame law determines the different Degrees and Orders which lead to and 
from the great Stone of Sacrifice which rests upon the pavement of the 
Central Square. 

The development of outer conditions, planes and personalities must keep 
pace with and eorrespond to the development of the interior man, or evolu- 
tionary force would be diverted from its proper channels. 

When the Craftsman or Apprentice to any Degree has finished his tetu 
of gervice, and has mastered all the details of the work, he is ©*recognized *'" 
by the Master Builder, and raiged to a higher Degree, although he may never 
be eonscious of the pregence of that Magter, until his apprenticeship 1s 
eompleted, and he in turn becomes a Master of a lower Degree. 

The organization of The Temple, the members of which belong by erolu- 
tionary right to a certain Degree of Cosmie Life, which Degree is 8ubdivided 
into seven Orders, is the continuation and expansion of the work of the 
Masters revivified in this country a quarter of a century ago by certain 
ehelas or disciples. 

To the efforts of the Masters is due the impulse which has cauged the 
great advance in gcientific, philogophical and social endeavor; for they are 
the guardians of Ancient Wisdom and Knowledge, in which lies the root 
of all progress; and the work of The Temple is to cultivate and embody 
the highest prineiples of all guch endeavor in one s8tupendous living organie 
whole.

(ne of the greatest hindrances to understanding the purpose and 
accomplishing the gtrven result of directions imparted to his d1sciples 
by an Initiate of the White Lodge les in the efforts made by the 
disciple to confuse the 1s88ne and refuse to believe that the s1mple 
natural form in which 1t 1s given does not hide some abstruse 
problem which requires divine wisdom to solve. 

No statement made by Jesus of Nazareth to His disciples or to 
the multitude conveyed a deeper truth or one couched in more <1mpie 
language than did that which runs as follows: ©TIf ve have faith as a 
grain of mustard seed ve shall sav to this mountain, remove hence 
to vonder place and it shall remove. Yet that statement has heen 
made the hase of tomes of literature of various kinds. It 1s used as 
the fundamental tenet of any number of faith cures, as it well might 
a s1mple statement of fact. 


he 1f 1t were accepted as it was given 
Faith 1s a mighty engine, and like other engines 1t requires a definite 
form of power, a well qualifted engineer and a given purpose 1t any- 
thing 1s to be accomplished by its use. But it 1s s0mething more than 
an engine; it 1s a Superhuman instrument which has grown by accre- 
tion, and according to the laws which govern 1ts plane of ex1stence. 

You will note, Jesus said faith as a grain of mustard seed. The 
word as holds the clue to whatever myvstervy may be accredited to the 
<tatement. In order to grow, a mustard seed is planted in the earth, 
1. 0., 1n darkness, coldness, shut away from its kind, alone, there to he 
until the natural laws which govern growth, the application of mo1s- 
ture, heat and the nourishment of mother earth has brought 1t to 
germination, burst its shell and shot it up into another plane of 
ex1stence, that 1s, into the hight and hfe of the sun and air. 

Yet, in the application of Faith the average believer in its power 
would seek for a full grown entity whose power of accomplishment 
was phenomenal in that mere helief in its existence was suffcient to 
accomplisxhed miracles, despite the fact that this helever may deny 
the possthility of miracles, and rightly $0, as there are no miracles, 
this very matter of Faith being a proof of the truth of that statement. 
The faith by means of which great deeds'are done by man must 
develop and grow under circumstances that exactly correspond ro 
the growth of the mustard seed. Tt 1s not a ready made tool for use 
at any moment and by anyone. It 1s "as a seed in the soul of man 
and must develop under conditions analogous to those of the mus- 


tar seed. As the seed develops in the darkness and coldness and 
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lonehness of earthly hte, and grows by the light of the Central Sun 
it hecomes hke unto the mighty engine to which I have referred ; 
but then that engine must be operated according to the laws of the

or molecule ot physical snhbstance, and therefore hke every other con - 
<tituent of matter 1s capable of growth, extension, express10n and 
hnal disintegration and diss0lution.

The voung man who came to Jesus for enlightenment, and for 
admisston to the ranks of the perfect, was unable to fulfil the 
requirements of the narrow way ' of Occultism, hecause he was too 
Strongly attached to his possess1ons. He was letter perfect in his 
fulfilment of the Commandments ; hut the renunciation demanded of 
those who seek admis<1on to the way of eternal hfe,” was too great 
for him at that time. 

We-should understand that Occultism takes certain things for 
granted concerning the being of man, and the vestures through 
which that Being manitests, hecause through long ages the Masters 
and students of Occultism have established the essential fact of these 


marters. 
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\Vith the .\postle Paul, himself an occultist, occultists the world 
over, know that the physical body 1s. hut the outermost sheath or 
vesture of man himselt. Paul tells us that there 1s a psychikos body, 
and there 1s a pnenumatikos ( spiritual)) body, and he also stated that 
*we have a building of God, an honse not made with hands, eternal 
in the heavens. These various bodies, made of the substance of the 
Hfferent planes of consctousness, to which they are the gates of 
entrance, or exit, as we recede from or move toward the physical 
these hodies, that are 


level of hte in our evolutionary movements, 
als) the ontermost forms (each on its own plane) we have when we 
are ahiding in or passing through each of the higher <states of 
experience: these hodies are known and recognized by the occultist, 
who seeks to function m each. to organize each. and gain as definite 
a control over each. as characterizes him in-his use of the phvsical 
body. Ile takes the possthititv of this control ane use of his finer 
bodies for granted, just'as much $0 indeed as the tact of the extstence 
of the hodies themselves. And working on this hasts he 1s not 
checked bv any of the demals. the ifs.” Omav-Fes” and *perhapses” 
of waterial <cience, which barely <cratches the snrface of the forms of 
life: and which until recently denied the exrstence of an intelhigent. 
entitized hte within those torms. 

Yet our greatlv. hoasted material <science has a very long way 
to go before it may even approximate the achievements of the 
<cientists of ancient India. Tibet, Egypt and China, or of ancient 
America, north and <outh ; for these were under the direction of 
occultists, who, by working with the laws of nature and God, Stood 
within creation, <0 to speak, and understood the deeply hidden secrets 
of the U niver<se. FA 

The occultist knows that the psvchikos body, the Castral hody. 
or natural hodyv” as 1t 1s called in the English version of the First 
Epistle of Paul to the Corinthians, 1s the seat of man's emotional 
life, and is made up of *emotion-stuff,”” so to speak, which vibrates 
readily when we are expressing any type of emotion. When we are 
thrilled with delight, terrorized by fear, congested by anger, we may 
know that the psvchikos body 1s temporarily dominated by a partic- 
ular emotion-vibration, and is sutfused with the color of that vibra- 
tion ; the grey of fear and the red of anger sometimes being strongly 
marked in the physical organism, when we are under the rule of these 
emotions, <0 close 18 the tie hetween the' two planes, and the two 
hodhes. 


The occultist knows that the problem of controlthng and purity- 
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ing the emotions is purely a problem of controlling and puritving 
the psvchikos, or *astral hodv.” Even as the co-ordination and con-

trol of the muscles, nerves and organs of the phv<ical form, requires 
the concentration of our consciousness therein: $0 with this finer 
form, it may be dominated. 1ts reins of power, and its faculties and 
Organs controlled and made to serve man in an orderly way, 1t man 
will but give it the necessarv amount of intelligent attention and 
discivline. It can be kept clean and free from disease by very much 
the <ame methods, and by working under, and re<pecting the higher 
correxpondences of the same laws, by which cleanliness and health 
are maintained in the phvsical body. And just as much effort, applt- 
cation, thought and knowledge. 1s required to do this ; hut operating 
on a higher plane of consctousness and experience. For in every 
ex<ential respect but that of density the psvchikos body 1s identical 
vith the phveical, hecanse 1t is the pattern up2m which the phvsical 
oOrm ts made, and antidates it in age, or point of creation, _Esoter1- 
cally <peaking 1t 1s one of the "coats of skin* God made tor man, 
when the latter was driven forth from *the Garden of Eden.

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necessary, or possthle to shift our consciousness from one to the 
other, and maintain it there for a time. The aim of the occultist 1s to 
0 purify and dominate the energies and processes of his vestures 
that all shall vibrate harmoniously with God, that the White Light of 
the Spirit may shine with unobscured radiance throngh all, and make 
it posstÞble for him to *worship God in the heauty of holiness,” or 
wholeness of being. 

We marvel at the stories that cluster round the last days of the 
Master, and some of us are skeptical concerning the fact of his 
appearing and disappearing, his entering or leaving a closed room, 
without using the doors, or windows, and making himself known 
to his disciples s0 that their every doubt was hanished. But could 
we really comprehend the completeness of his spiritual development, 
the puritv of the vestures that sheathed his dominant soul round 
about, his understanding of the processes of the laws of trans- 
mutation and condensation, of attraction and repulsion; and his 
absolute control of his bodies, by the will which was *at-one with 
God,” we might be able to understand how 1t was possthle for him to 
raise or lower the vibrations of those bodies, and make his presence 
known, or melt into space at will. He would not deserve the name 
of Master, were he unable to accomplish this phenomena. 

When we turn, or condense steam into ice, or, by reversing the 
process, convert ice into water and then into steam, we utilize, by 
mechanical means, the same energ1es, and work under the same laws, 
as those under which the Great ()ecultist worked when he multiphed 
the loaves and the fishes, and fed the multitudes, turned water into 
wine, -and make himself visible or invisthle to his disciples and the 
multitude that witnessed the ascension. But the secret of that power, 
and the practical demonstration of it in the more comprehensive 
control of life, as evident in the career of Jesus, 1s vielded up to 
those only ©who are pure in heart,” who diligently and unswervingly 
walk under the swav of the "inward law of the soul,” who, by con- 
trolling and purifying the emotions, the thoughts and the will, are 
lifting themselves into the plane of consciousness where every ele- 
ment and fibre of their heing vibrates harmoniously with God. 

The occultist, knowing that there is but One Great Cause, and 
One Eternal Life at the heart of all people and things, sets out on 
his quest for the kingdom of God and His Righteousness,” unde- 
terred by tradition, dogma, prejudice, or carnal tendencies, —enters 
*daily into newness of life,” and merges his sepaarte COnsCIOuSNess 
with the One Great Consciousness by a slow, painful upward climb- 
ing, year after year, life after lite, age atter age. 
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Knowing that that law of periodicity, the Law of Cycles, holds 
way over his hfe until he has regenerated that hfe, even as this 
Same law guides the sap in the tree, the tides of the ocean, the move- 
ments of the stellar bodies, he 1s not disturbed by the cutting oft of 
one earth life, for he knows that he will return again, and vet-again, 
to take up the _task of weaving the strands of truth, love, justice, 
mercy, wisdom, and compass10n- into the texture of his being, until] 
the radriantly perfect des1gn, which God has erected within his inner- 
most vesture, *the building of God,” shall stand out in bold. free 
hnes ; and, resurrected from the grave of carth-lte, heaven 1s attainec] 
as a permanent ahiding place, unless 1t be willingly renounced, as was 
the case with the Christ, for the privilege of returning and hecomimg 
a Great Redeemer among men. 

Rnowing that the Law of Causation, administers the rewards and 
the penalties of hfe with a just and impartial hand, giving to eacn 
that meed of opportunity, health, riches, love, mercy, understancling, 
position and power, or their oppoites, according to the causes each 
cone has set 1n motion during this, or one of Several previous con- 
<c10us earth-existences, the occultist endures patiently, labors dih- 
gently, and uses all as wisely as pos<thle, meanwhile seeking to 
understand and bring about the neeessary adjustments of his thought, 
feeling, speech and conduct, to the Good Will of God, trving to make 
fewer and fewer mistakes. to establish fewer and fewer 1l|-hearing 
causes, that the discord of hfe may he decreased, and the $strength 
and peace of Harmony prevail. 

This 1s the Ideal which dominates the pledged, consecrated OCc- 
cultist, and in the power of that Ideal he walks, by faith, which 
always leads out to knowledge, power and realization, and *grveth 
the victory.” *Many are called, hut few are chosen,” or rather, 
choose for themselves the way to perfect harmony with God. AS 
Tesus said, *straight 1s the gate, and narrow 1s the way, which lead- 
eth unto life, and few there be that find it.”
